It was au odd sort of vacation. Lin- 


coln called it his holiday, but as a mat- 
ter of fact he was still ,af work, doing 
his duty by the people, making person- 
al inspection of the nrmy and offering 
in his almost apologetic manner now 
and then a suggestion to General 
Grant. 


General Sherman, fresh 'from his fa- 


mous march to the sea, .visited City 
Point to confer with Lincoln and 
Grant. All knew that the war was ' 
drawing to its close; that the great 
struggle, was nearly'over; that ultimate 
victory .lay jv?st beyond. -Grant and 
Sherman each' believed that lie must 
fight oiie more terrible battle. 


"Don't do I t , i f you, can help it," 


urged thfe humviie Lincoln." "Jvo more 
bloodshed,, ijo. more bloodshed," he re- 


lated that an old negro threw jhimself 
at the feet of Lincoln, kissing the big 
boots which he wore, and cried out: 


"Bress de Lawd! Heah am de great. 


Messiah!" 


Such crowds gathered about the pres- 


ident, who was so tall that he could 
be seen and recognized even from the ; 
outer edge of the multitude, that tBe'j 
small guard of marines had a hard' 
struggle to get him through the throng: 
to the White House of the Corifodera- i 
,cy, the home of Jefferson Davfe cluT--' 
Ing the war. Mr. Davis of course had 
taken his departure. 
The Federal 


troops made his house their headquar-j 
ters. For two days Lincoln remained j 
.in Richmond, amid a hostile population 
plentifully sprinkled with friends, and 
no harm came to him. nor was tlicre 
any thr.eat of harm. He was enjoying 
his holiday. He< talked to many offi- 
cers regarding 'the coming peace and 
what should be done for the restora- 
tion of the south. His advice was for 
liberal terms and kindness to the south- 
ern people. 


The president returned to City Point, 


where a squad of Confederate prison- 
ers cheered him. He turned to Ad- 
miral Porter and remarked: 


"They will never shoulder a musket 


again in anger, and if Grant is wise 
he will leave them their guns to shoot 
crows with and their horses to plow 
with." '* 
• 


"Let them down easy," he had said 


to the military governor of Richmond. 


Word reached the president at City 


Point that his secretary of state, INfr. 
Sewnrd, had been thrown from a car- 
riage and injured. This cut short his 
vacation, for he returned to Washing- 
ton at once. It was observed by mem- 
bers of bis.cabinet upon his return that 
a grent change had come over -the 
president. His thin face bad grown 
thinner during tlio increasing sorrows 
of the war, and latterly it had assum- 
ed n gray pallor that was almost 
ghastly. His eyes looked forth sin un- 
utterable grief. He had^borne the bur- 
dens of a great nation In Its time of 
keenest agony, and the-terrlble stress 
and strain of those fodr years were re- 
flected in the features -of the man. 
But now—after his first and only vaca- 
tion—what a change! The man walk- 
ed with a springy step, the stoop disap- 
peared from his shoulders, the tense 
lines In his drawn, ead face began to 
disappear, and there was a hint of 
ruddiness in his cheeks, and his laugh 
was hearty. 


Yet it was not the vacation that had 


rejuvenated Lincoln. It was the very 
recent success of his armies, the evacu- 
ation of Richmond and, last and great
